to come to school daily; the distances 
too are great, and there is undoubtedly 
an absenos of chedp and easy ieans ‘of 
conveyance, The indolent habits in-' 
cidental to birth and residence in a. hot 
climate must count for something alao 
and a wise administrator will allow for 
it, If’ all these things are taken into 
consideration it will be seen that there 
are difficulties in the way of a high 
average number attendances here aa well 
as in England though ‘they ‘differ in kind 
and degree, In‘other English Colonies 
similarly situated these difficulties have 
been taken into consideration and allowed 
for to an extent no one would ever look 
for here, . Hongkong is not London, 
neither can European boys in Hongkoag 
be. expeoted.to bear the olimate as well 
and do.as much work as Chinese 
boys.” The fact of the matter is that 
it is mot at all difficult to come:up 
to the English standard in Hougkong 
with regard to attendance. .< com- 
parison ‘of; the tables appeu-ied . to 
the Inspector of Schools’ repori with 
the Home reporta shows that the grant- 
in-eid schools here have attesdances 
which are even’ better in regard ‘to regu- 
larity than. those of the schools in Lon- 


doa, with which the Bishop apparently | 


thinks it a hardship that the Hongkong 
schools should be compared, -The reason 
is not difficult to discover. There are 
no factories, harvests or mines here to 
keep the children away, and they muat 
either be at school or doing nothing, No 
schoolmaster here will, we believe, plead 
that he has any great ditfioulty in keeping 
up attendances, :

A RIVER TRIP FROM: sWATOW TO 


TON, 

[We print below. the first instalment of a 
rivate diary kept Wy Mr Giles on his over- 
land journey from Swatow to Canton.. Any 

allusion to the official nature of his mission 
is- of course carstilly eschewed ; and, but 
for the fact being well known to all, it would 
be impossible to guess that his tour was 
undertaken for the purpose of inspecting the 
Yiinnan Prodamation:t . 
We left the bridge which stands. just 
abovo the town of Swatow on the 19th of 
March at 9 a.m, The little rain pavilion 
built at one end of it by dome philanthropic 
capitalist to give temporary shelter from the 
storm to unprovided travellers, was soon lost 
to aight, and we. were poling up stream 
through a flat and uninteresting country 
en route for Ch’ao-chou Fu, There Being 
nothing on either side of the river ‘wort! 
we devoted the leisure moments 
of our first day to examining the boats and 
pboatmen. We found that out of o total 
crew of six there was one opium-smoker, 
but he only indulged at night when the 
work of the day was done. He said the 
-sailor’s life was a bitter one, and that opium 
gave him strength to work. He was Afty- 
three years of oh weitelet and skinny. 
The boat was roomy and clean, and’ divided 
into two compartments, giving us the luxury 
of a bed-room separate from the aitting- 
room, Our servants followed in a second 
boat, The doors were elaborately painted in- 
the gayest style of Chinese art, and one of 
them bore the following appropriate legend:— 
“The moon is bright, the wind is clear, as wo 
xing our evening song.” 
But the panel which should have shewn the 
second line of the couplet had been for some 
inscrutable: reason taken. out, and the 
“ mother? as the Chinese call the first half 
ofa gouplet, was left alone to mourn the 
Joas of'her son.” Further aft we discover- 
ed two strips of coloured paper, each bearing 
a response from some local deity to a ques- 
tion propounded by the owner of the boat 
and paid for at the rate of thirty cash per 
response, On enueine of the boatman it

But’ a moment's ‘re- 
flection recalled the fact that we wore upon 
the inland watera of China, sacred to the 
lines which tradition saya Confuicus himself 
laid down and not yet open to desecration by 
the furrow of a barbarian keel, It was only 
the travelling Fe sigan! blowing on his 
hora to warn villagers of his approach, 
Landing for a stroll. along the banks of the 
river occasionally aoress tha hills whonever 
the stream took a favourable bend, we had 
occasion to note for the thoussndth time the 
courteous reception offered us by the half: 
naked peasants we came across. Invariably 
a pipe of tobacco and sometimes a oup of tea 
was put before us; we were aware however. 
that the same etiquette which requires tho 
offer of these luxuries to the passing stranger 
Ley hy the latter to refuse them, It is as 
much as the poor fellows can do to get 
tea and tobacco for themselves: they could 
ill afford to shaxe their staye with evo! 
chance comer. The water alos glar 
and snorted as wo. passed by, scenting 
probably tho foreign smell. which Chinamen 
eclare they detect in’ Europeans. . The 
women too did not place much confidence in 
the apparition that every now and then 
camé-upon them, but preferred to observe 
our movements from a safe distance. Tho 
do not ‘bandage their feet, having to wor! 
in the fields with the men. Here and there 
we passed. plantations of the edible bamboo, 
carefully fenced in from the depredations 
of thieves and cattle, We saw acres and 
sores of the common bamboo, which is very 
largely cultivated about here, and from time 
to time met huge rafts of it’ floating down 
with the stream to Ch’so-chou Fu. As far 
as we could make out, the bed aie and the 
importe each consisted of four kinds bf pro- 
duce, The boats going up wero all Jaden 
with Balt, Rice, Salt Fish, Sundries; whilé 
the traffic down was confined to Charcoal, 
Bamboo, Firewood, or Trees, Many of 
the s are densely covered with pine- 
trees, which “accounts for three of the 
last-mentioned four; the valleys are obiefly 
planted with bamboo, Apropos of salt, wo 
came across a good-sized bunker of it when 
stoping away our things in the space-below 
the deck. The boatmen could not resist the 
temptation of doing a little smuggling on 
the wayUp. .. + » . 
22nd.—This morning we observed a man 
dancing yigourously ebout on a raft at 
anchor in the middle-of the river. . He took 
along step forward and then back again, 
boxing the compass all the time with his 
body, and looking generally ridiculous, the 
more so os he was dressed according to 
riverine fashion ‘‘in the skandalus. costume 
of a Greck slave.” We found, however, 
on be an ear he was only treading rice 
out of the husk—a human threshing- 
machine, Later on wo heard the familior 
tiek tick of the stone-mason's hammor, aud 
looking up we saw’ a small quarry almost 
at the tip top of one of the high hills 
which came sheer down to the water's edge. 
The hill-side was scored as if by a groove 
down which the stones might be passed from 
above, but the-workmen were not éngage 
in that parf of ‘the business as we wont by. 
During our morning walk we were’ much 
struck by the unusual number of tiny josi- 
houses scattered about at kat ida and’ 
especially so alongside the river banks, most 
of them dedicated to the sailor’a patron 
saint, the Empress of the Sky. Apropos of 
which goddess, ‘our worthy tat-kong (helme- 
man) in a desultory conversation on goneral 
subjects, asked us to what spirit forei 
sailors prayed when the wind roared and the 
waves dashed ogainst the prow, In an 
instent tho fearful scene of the shipwreck in 
Don Juan rose up before us, and we thought 
of the mingled oaths and prayers, the flow- 
ing rum-caske and drunken orgies, of that 
dupreme. moment,.

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A TOUR IN BUROPEAN TURKEY. 

Capt. Chapman writes the following ac- 
count of s journey of inquiry in Buropoan 
Turkey'which he made last autumn. - 
Rial, unvarnished story. (says the Pall 

‘all Gazette) seems to be aa woll worth 
reading as any of the more elaborate narra- 
tives heretofore published:— —- 

Inthe month of September lat, whon 
there was a great outory against the Turks, 
I, knowing the disposition of the Turks 
well, thought-that there must be something 
Wrong, dome misunderstanding somewhere. 
Therefore { made up my mind to go and 
travel all over Enropean Turkey and see 
for myself what waa the matter. .1 atarted 
accordingly, and arrived in Constantinople 
early in Uctober. | Tremaine in that ca ital 
soma weeks, os T found it very difficult to 
obtain. firman: I; however, did obtain 
one, and took my departure from Constan- 
tinople determined to go through the coun- 
try ab my own expense, and-quite Inde- 
pendent of everybody elae in the world. 

Tmade my way to Adrianople, and was 
there during that fearful inundation, and 
was eye-witness to nearly one thousand 
houses being swept away by the torrents. 


I was very much atruck with the character of 
the ‘Turk on this trying occasion, Those 
who were in trouble with four feet of water 
in theit shops stood quietly by watching the 
rise or fall of the water, while those who 
were out of trouble went about the town 
quietly and bought up alk the bread they 
could find in order to take it to thoss who 
were known to be in houses from. which 
there was no escapo. These Tarks did not 
heed whether the ‘people were Mussulmana 
or Christlans, They mado no noise about 
what they were dolng, but’ they loaded 
boats aud took bread to their neighbours 
who were starving. , 

From ateanc I made my way fo 
Philippopolis, Thore I naw Lady Strang: 
ford doing her work, I remained somo 
days at Philippopolls, and made many th. 
quirles respecting the outbreak ; and from 
what | could gather Iwas improsaed with 
the fact that the Turks had been. living in 
bodily fear for some time, which seemed to 
have taken effect on thom about the begin- 
ning of April, Idid not gather muoh at 
Fallippopelis, but that was how I was im: 
premsed, It was quite certain that at the 
time 1 was’ making my inquiries matters 
were 'reversad—the Christians ward then 
living in bodily fear-of the Turks. 

I next visited Perustitza, and 1 saw tho 
fearful havoo that had been done thore. 
The people were in # ead state, and I gave 
the ohildren some small money, which 
cheered the poor little things up. . I made 
every posaible iaquiry about the outbreak 
both on the spot and in the neighbourhood; 
-and the result waa that this was one of tho 
villages’ where the people contemplated 
overpowering the Turks ; and it was quite 
clear that they expected help from tho 


Russians ; and it was quite clear also that | 


the Turks believed that they were being 
helped by the. Russians, and even that 
Russiang were among them (the Bulgarians) 
when the rebellion broke out.’ I made out 
plainly that when the Turku—or whoever 
they were—bombarded- the village (tho 
people of which resisted) they believed that 
while they were firing on the churches they 
were firing on Ruasians, And thore was 
reason forthem to think po; for tho villa- 
gers believed they would be with them, and 
the walls all-round one of the churches 
were pierced for guns. How many. people 
there may have been before. the fight (be- 
cause fight it was) I cannot say, but a large 
‘number of women and children were left 
alive, which led me to the conclusion that 
most of the murdered were men. At the 
time of my visit the Turks were hard at 
work rebuilding the houses, and I counted 
rh hundred and.ten in a very forward 
state. : 


“Leaving this village, I again returned to 


Philippopolis, where I witnessed tho com- 


q | mencement and entire course of the: trial 


of that scoundrel Ahmed Dekdrabaulac, 
who was accused of murdering the Bulgarl- 
ans at Batak, [can only assure you that 
I never was more struck than with the 
soleninity of the opening of that’ trial, and 
the culprit must have felt as if he wore going’ 
to be hanged, for his face denoted frightful 
agony. ‘There could not have been any. 
sham about the trial. Mr Baring was there, 
of course, and, as, he did not make any 
remark during the whole time, I presume
